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Sometimes called the Stephen Foster of the Twentieth Century, Bob Nolan, whose latest and 
greatest songs are presented in this Folio, has endeared himself to millions of Americans thru his songs 
of the West. 

Bob was born 35 years ago in the rugged wilderness at the head of the St. John River, 240 miles 
from the City of St. John, New Brunswick, Canada. He was an expert trapper and lumberjack at the 
age of sixteen, when he came to Tuscon, Arizona, where his father was convalescing after the World 
War. After five years of schooling, Bob had reached the second year of college and was an all around 
athlete. 

Heeding the call of distant places he roamed the country for the next six years, traveling from 
coast to coast and from Panama to Canada. He followed many occupations — was a range rider — 
a gold miner in Sonora, Mexico — a head lineman for the Santa Fe Railroad — a life-guard at Santa 
Monica Beach, California. More than once during these years of wandering he washed dishes for a 
"square meal," and sang thru it all. 

In 1931 he helped organize the SONS OF THE PIONEERS and is now the leader of this famous 
group, whose unique rendition of Songs of the West reaches a receptive audience of millions thru radio, 
records and motion pictures. All of the songs contained in this book are personally introduced and sung 
on the screen by BOB AND THE SONS OF THE PIONEERS, in the widely popular Western Series from 
Columbia Picture Studios, starring Charles Starrett. 

Bob Nolan, with his winning smile, is as virile as the songs he writes—is six feet tall and weighs one 
hundred eighty-five pounds. He writes and sings of the things he loves — the plains, the mountains, 
the stars — the dusty trail and the blue horizon. To him Nature is Good and Life is a Song, to be sung.
